ON SUGAR; PRICE 
BARS ARE LIFTED 


Refiners; New Rul- 
ing Waited. 


Sugar is going up. 

All government.restrictions on the 
basic price were removed yesterday 
in a “surprise” statement issued by 
Maj. A. A. Sprague, head of the Chi- 
cago fair price committee, pending a 
ruling from Washington, which is ex- 
pected to set a national! sugar price. 

This means that while the profits are 
limited to three-fourths of a cent to the 
jobber and 1% cents to the retailer, the 
basic” price charged by the refiners

‘Sprague Explains Move. 

In a statement explaining the action, 

Maj. Sprague declared that the limit of 
10 cents a pound previously set by the 
government was not fair in all: local- 
ities. 
“The sugar situation at present is 
very much involved, ‘and this statement 
is given out as an attempt to clarify 
it,” the statement said. 

“On Oct. 18 e attorney general 
fixed a price for all beet sugar refiners, 
as this part of the country was sup- 
pdsed to be supplied entirely by them, 
at 10 cents f. o. b. seaboard, cash less 
2 per cent, or a price to the jobbers 
of about 1 cents. 

Seek New Basic Price. 

“Tt is fair to say that since the open- 
ing of the beet sugar refining season 
results of the refiners’ operations have 
demonstrated that T0 cents in some 
sections is not a fair price to them, 
and, with this fact demonstrated, at- 
tempts are being made by conferences 
of the department of justice and the 
beet sugar refiners to establish defi- 
nitely a fair price for all concerned, 
which, when made, will be rigidly en- 
forced over the entire country. 

“This makes the situation such that 
at the present time no fair price can 
be tnade either for the jobber or the 
retailer. However, the margin of 
profit that may be added as a maximum 
still remains % cent per pound fory 
jobber and 1% cents per pound for re-’ 
tailer, and all jobbers and retailers will 
be called upon to justify their prices 
on this basis.

Struve turned in 
his laboratory equipment and signified 
his ‘intention of “ resigning.” 

Sixteen gold stars in Crane’s service 
flag were called to the attention of the 
students. 

“Yet, with our patriotic record in 
the war and the number of technically 
trained men Crane furnished to the 
cause these two men hzd the impu- 
dence to say that they would not ob- 
serve the minute ‘of silence last Tues- 
day,” said Principal Bartholf. 


Charges Faculty Contamination. 

“Even the faculty of some schools 
is contaminated by the work of these 
radicals, who seek to overthrow the 
government that provides free educa- 
tion and their work. I can name at 
least one instance in this school.” 

Struve, who entered Crane college— 
a high school post-graduate course— 
from Lake View High school and 
Sacks, who graduated from Tuley High, 
are evening employés of Marshall 
Field & Co.’s retail shipping room. 
When their nd was called to the at- 
tention of Manager John G. Shedd’s 
office it was stated that an investiga- 
tion will be made. 

Sacks admitted his refusal to honor 
the dead heroes. He declared he had 
followed the leadership of Struve and 
that he was “a Socialist.” 


Against U. S. Government. 


“Do you believe in the government 
of the United States?” he was asked. 

“ Not in. its present form.” 

He denied having attended radical 
meetings, but admitted having “ seen ”’ 
practically every I. W. W., bolshevik, 
or radical leader in Chicago.

Prosecution Is Threatened.

prosecuted in the event that the Su- 


Folli warn- 


ing reports from Rhode Island and Ken- 
tucky thdicated that the liquor con- 
cerns, protected by the Injunctions, are — 
exhibiting reluctance to take advantage 
of the court orders. The injunctions 
have been issued in the cases of par 
ticular coneerns and no other parties 
are permitted by the court orders to 
sell liquor.

Ali Cases Appealed. 

In all these cases the department 
of justice has appealed to the higher 
court and has sought supersedeas {o 
stay the injunction. 

The department is fighting the issu- 
ance of gn injunction by Judges Car- 
penter and Fitzhenry in the Chicago 
suit, decision of which is expected Sat- 
urday. A decision also is expected 
shortly in a simiiar case in New York. 

Assistant Attorney General Frierson, 
in charge of liquor law prosecutions, 
admitted that a general issuance of in- 
junctions throughout the country 
would result in tilting the prohibition 
lid in normally wet territory, provided 
the Courts of Appeals declined to issue 
the writs of supersedeas prayed by the 
department to halt the injunctions. 


_ Will Lift Lid Shortly. 

This whole struggle to remove the 
lid from the sale of liquor is likely to 
be terminated shortly, however, by two 
developments—the decision of the Su- 
preme court on the validity of the war- 
time prohibition law and the ratifita- 
tion of the peace treaty.

Each of the provisions approved has 
far-reaching effects in providing capital 
to the carriers, both in the period im- 
mediately following government con- 
trol and afterward. With one excep- 
tion, all of the provisions provoked

Provisions Approved by House. 


In brief, the provisions approved by 
the house provide: 
Carriers must ask the interstate 
commerce commission for g@heral 


are guaranteed by the*government 
to equal the corresponding stand- 
ard return paid as rental by the 
government during federal con- 
trol. 

Carriers’ indebtedness to the gov- 
ernment, remaining after a settle- 
ment of the rental owed by the 
government, may be funded for 
ten years on demand notes, at 6 
per cent interest.

LIMITING THE RIGHT TO STRIKE. 
The possibilities of a coal famine in midwinter 

h&ve brought the problem of the strike as afi in- 

dustrial weapon into a moré poignant stage. 

Generally the public realizés the importance of 
the strike in the defense of thé worker from into!- 
erable conditions and as ah agéncy for the worker's 
advancement under the wage system. Like every 
‘other human agency, it is susceptible of abuse and 
has been abused. But in the fiain, even at this 
time when increase of production is essential to 
our common welfare, it has been accepted as an 
agency of industrial justice. The right to strike, 
that is, to agree collectively to cease work, i8 reo- 
ognized by the courts and by the publie sense of 
tlie nation. 

But the recent police strike, the coal strike, and 
the ruthor of a fesort to the strike on the railroads 
in casé thé brotherhoods’ demands for further wage 
increases are hot conceded have etnphasised the 
public’s concern in this mode of industrial action. 
Ih congress this question already had been raised

The question is, Shall 
mén Who have voluntarily elected to take up these 
o¢oypations have the. right to agree among them- 
séliés to stop work, to leave their posts afd thus 
s@denly to deprive the public of a fiegessary serv- 
foe? Is this a legitimate application of the right 
tu strike? 

Coal as a fuel is now essential not ofily to the 
production of manufactured necessities of life but 
to the. hécessity of heat, without which the indi- 
vidual ¢annot live in our climate during winter 

thy. “Transportation, owing to thé orgafiization 
moBern society and spécialization of production, 
is &lp6 essential not only to the distribution of ne- 
céusities but to their manufacture. 

Shall men who have voluntarily elected to per- 
form these essential services have the right to. de- 


prive the public of them by suddenly and collec- | 


tively agreeing to cease work? Is this a legitimate 
application of the right to strike? © 

Th short, are there not in modern society certain 
. ocdtipations in which mén who choose to enter 
them must be required to limit or forego the right 
to stop Wogk collectively for the pufpose not of 
leaving the occupation but of compelling accept- 
enée of ay demiands they have agreed to make? 

We believe there clearly are such occupations— 
in Which public safety, social self-préeservation, in 
fact, if & paramount right and superior to the 
private right to strike. | 

But there are vital considerations which must be 
respected in the application of this principle. 

Firat, there will be a tendency among those who 
aré injured by strikes to try to-bring as many in- 
dustries a@ possible into the class of essentials. 

Organised labor will have the support of the 
public in opposing any such tendency. [t ought 
- to have public support because it is not the inter- 
est Of democratic soctety or of human progress to 
deptiwé workers of the right to strike and thus to 


defend their interest, except where it is certain| 


this right cannot be exéfcised without vital loss 
to society. We do not consider steel an essential 
in the sense justifying & prohibition of the strike. 
It is essential to industry, but not in such an im- 
mediate relation a& coal, water, rail transportation, | 
or police protection. Neither is the textile industry 
_ in this class, though clothes are essential. A tem- 
porary check ,of the supply of these corimmodities 
may cause economic loss, but it does not produce 
a crisis in thé Vital functions of society or endanger 
life. 
It-is also a necessary Corollary to any limitation 
of the right to strike that it shall not permit ex- 
‘ ploitation of the Worker either for private or public 
profit. Wherever the right to strike is limited or 
domied, the means of obtaining redress of griev- 
aneés or betterment of condition must be made 
secure, The employer must be bound as well as 
the employé and an impartial agency for promptly 
adjudicating differenoés and for enforcing the con- 
clusions teached must be set up above the contro! 
of either direct party. 
- But this in our opinion is not enough. In addi- 
tion there should be established in al) such limited 
occupations a system of liberal pensions, sick and 
accident benefits, strict regulations ae to health and 
safety, housing where necessary, as in case of min- 
ing camps, hours of labor, and minimum wage. 
In other words, where society steps in to restrict 
fréédom of action nortnal ufider oir social prin- 
it must justify itself by giving correlative 
protection, If it says men stall not act for tne.

Sept. 27 my wife and I were living in @ 
downtown hotel in Pittsburgh. There 
were several mosquitoes in our room. 
They seemed to be standing on their 
heads and didn’t lock to me like regu- 
lation north woods mosquitoes. Through 
a health bureau poster I identified them 
as malaria mosquitoes. My wife had been 
bitten a few times, but we forgot all 
abotit the mosquitoes. On Oct: 11 my wife 
became mildly ill. She has low fever 
and slight chills every evening. At 
other times she feels normal. Can this 
be malaria? Meanwhile I wish some 
ohé would explain to me how mosquitoes 
get into a Pittaburgh hotel. The suf- 
rounding coufitry is high and rocky.” 


REPLY. 

It is quite possible your wife has ma 
laria. A blood examination will tell. A 
positive therapeutic test consists in the cessa- 
tion of fever after taking quinine. I have 
had 3 mosquito bite me at my desk on the 
ninth floor of a downtown office building. 
Youre may have bred in «a toilet tank in 
the hotel or in a tomato can of chicken yard 
of cistern of water puddle anywhere within 
@ half mile of the hotel. Anophelés mos- 
@uitoes are found everywhere practically in 
the United States.

If I convert my insrancée now will 
I pay at the rate of 31 of 327 What is 
the premium on the converted insurance 
for my age and when does it take effect? 
Will this new insurance be paid to the 
beneficiary in installments as the war 
risk insurance term policy was? Do I 
have to send in my discharge when I

The fate of premium depends upon the 
néarést attained age of the insured. You will 
have to pay the premium rate of 32 years. 
The monthly rate per thousand dollars is 
$1.55 for an ordinary life policy: $1.77 for 
& thirty payment life policy: $2.19 for « 
twenty payment life policy: $3.38 for 4 
twenty year endowment: $2.18 for a thirty 
year endowment!’ and $2.18 for endowni@nt 
maturing at the age of O02. 

The new instirance takes effect on the 
first of the month following the month in 
which the applieation is made, provided the 
premium on the term insurance payable on 
the first of the month has beet paid. If the 
premium has not been paid, then the con- 
verted insurance will také effect on the first 
day of the current month, provided the pre- 
mitm for the eonverted insuranice for this 
month is paid. 

According to the present rulings of the war 
risk inevrance sect the converted insurance 
benefits will be paid to the beneficiary in 
240 monthly installments. A bill pending in

REPLYING TO DR. LYDSTON. 

Chicago, Nov. 12.~(Baitor of The Trib- 
uné.]—Upon my return from the meeting 
of the American Public Health .associa- 
tion my attention was called to a lengthy 
article in THe Tareune of Oct. 28, signed 
by G. Frank Lydston, M. D., m which 
he says he is decidedly opposed to our 
present ordinance for the prevention of 
venereal: diseases. 

The doctor condemns the ordinance, 
but has nothing as good or better to offer 
as a substitute. He wanders on and dis- 
cussés conditions long discarded. He 
fears dishonest physicians will use the 
law for blackmail—a thing they never 
thought of doing until this ordinance 
appeared, I suppose. Then, next, he is 
afraid the ordinance may work the other 
way and give the patient a chanee for 
damage suits. Of course, up to thé time 
this ordinance Was passed, no damage 
suits against a doctor were possible. He 
laments because not all cases aré free 
from contagion after treatment. We are 
liable to get a certain amount of repeat 
cases in most cohtagious diseases and 
under good management, too. 

The unreliability of the tests for syphi- 
lis, Which he thentions, is to be regretted, 
but because there are a few cases that 
éannot be diagnosed with certainty is not 
a Sufficient reason to cause us to aban- 
don éfforts to control the greater number 
known to be a menace to the public 
health. 

His reference to past conditions in Chi- 
cago and Minneapolis “ falis by its own 
weight,” as these conditions are not now 
nor afe they likely ever to be reéstab- 
lished in Chicago. He says: “ The leas 
prostitution is ‘managed’ from the 
standpoint of official recognition thé bet- 
ter.” He thinks the authority of the 
health department would not last if the 
law were to be enforced against a few 
men of prominence. 
Let us seé, Syphilis is a contagious dis- 
ease, is it not? It is just as contagious in 
a prominent man as in an obscure man, 
is it not? If a prominent man can be iso- 
lated for smallpox or diphtheria, why not 
for syphilis? Even without an ordinance, 
under the police powers, a syphilitic dan- 
gérous to the public can be isolated for 
the eafety of the public health.

No question as to the popularity of 
the Chicago Orchestra’s poular con- 
certs. Orchestra hall was completely 
filled last night and during the inter- 
mission all the seats for the concert 
two weeks hence were sold. Such pa- 
tronage shows how appreciation of the 
best in orchestral music is growing in 
Chicago, and how especially fond of 
music that can be understood our great - 
general public is becoming. And it was 
interesting last evening to note that 
the number most insistently encored, 
was a composition of none other than | 
Johann Sebastian Bach! 

It would be easy perhaps to claim | 
that the old Leipsic cantor is coming 
into his own and that a Bach vogue 
is imminent. But nothing would prob- 
ably be farther from the truth. Mr. 
Stock had selected the Andante from 
the Concerto for Two Violins, a com- 
position, which while in the Bachian 
manner, is nevertheless frankly tune- 
ful, and built upon a constantly recur- 
rent melody, which is so unmistakably 
the original of the first phrases of the 
familiar and beloved Handel Largo, 
that the public could but enjoy it. Fur- 
thermore, this selection brought for- 
ward the soloists of the evening— 
Messrs. Weibach and Zukovsky, the two | 
first violinists of the orchestra—and 
they played so admirably that encore 
was but natural.
